A Rebellion this was, fo «<xecrable in itſelf, fo odi- 
aus to God, and the whole World, that no Age, no Kingdom, no People, cin parallel the 
horrid Cruelties, and the abominable Murders, that were then Without Number, as well as 


without Mercy, committed upon the Proteſtant Britiſh Inhabitants throughout the Land, of 


what Age, of what Quality or Condition ſoever they were.

-- Firſt, It is the Providential Care of Almighty God, which upholds and 
maintains all Publick Societies of Men, and all human Government, from 
Ruin and Diſorder. For, can it be ſuppoſed, That A/mighty God, who 
firſt made and created all Things, in that moſt beautiful aud uſeful Order, 
in which we now behold them, The Heaven of Heavens, with all it's 
glorious Hoſt, the whole World, and the Fulneſs thereof, the Earth, 
which he hath given to be znhabited by the Children of Men ; Can we 
imagine, That the lame Divine Being, ſhould, at any time, withdraw 
his unerring Guidance of the Affairs and Concerns of that World, which 
He made, and which He always deſign'd to reign over? No, certainly: 
For it is God alone, who hath a perfect Knowledge of all the Affairs of 
Men, and is endued with infinite Power to direct and govern them: By 
his Divine Omniſcience, He views the moſt diſtant Events, and future 
Contingencies ; He obſerves all the ſecret Springs of human Actions, 
inclines the Hearts of Men, and orders all their Affairs and Councils, as 
He, in his infinite-Wiſdom, ſeeth moſt conducive to his Glory, and their 
Advantage: He worketh all Things by the Council of his own Will ; He 
blefſeth and proſpereth Nations, or He correcteth, and puniſheth them, 
as it ſeemeth good in his Sight. And, as He apholdeth every thing by 
the Word of his Power, ſo, oftentimes, when all human viſible Helps 
= fail, then does the Almighty, by his ſuperior inviſible Power, let t 
To 6: World ſee, That Safety alone cometh from Him, and that they who truſt 
in Him ſhall never be deſtitute. | 
For it is not the diligent or pradent Care of the beſt Men in the Ad- 
miniſtration of Publick Affairs, not the vigilant or faithful Conduct of 
able Miniſters, under the greateſt and moſt diſcerning Prince, not pow- 
| erful Armies, led forth by valiant and skilful Generals, which can long 
preſerve any State or Kingdom in Peace and Safety, or give Victory and 
Succeſs to their Arms; unleſs Almighty God be pleaſed, by his ſuperior [ 
Power and Wiſdom, to uphold and maintain them from inteſtine Com- 
motions, or open Violence. It is the Lord, who keepeth the City, aud 
without Him, the Watchman waketh but in vain : And it is the tame 
all · wiſe and powerful God, who enlargeth the Nations, and ſtraitneth 
them again; who maketh Wars to ceaſe in all the World; who re- 
ſiraineth the Wrath of Man, and the Madneſs of the People; even that 
Goa, whoſe Name ts excellent, and whoſe Glory ts far above the Earth, 
aud the Heavens.

As ſoon therefore may we expect that a Ship in a boiſterons Se 
driven by Storms and Tempeſts, amidſt Rocks and Shoals and Quick- 
fands, without a Pilot at the Helm, or skilful Mariners to conduct and 
direct her Courſe, ſhould yet reach in Safety to her wiſh'd-for Port; as 
that any human Government ſhou'd long be preſerv'd or proſper, unleſs 
that God, by whom Kings reign, and Princes decree Fuſiice, be pleaſed 
to ſuperintend, and watch over the ſame for Good. | 

This leads me, in the Second Place, to confider the many uncommon 
Marks of the Divine Favour vouchſafed to the Proteſtant People of this 
Nation, eſpecially in the ſignal and merciful Deliverance of this Day. 
Io do this as we ought, it is neceſſary that we riſe a little higher, 
and take a view of the Goodneſs of God to us, ever ſince the firſt Settle- 
ment of the Reformation in theſe Kingdoms. | 

What the Proteſtauts of England endured, in the ſhort, but Bloody 
Reign of Queen Mary the Firſt, let the Hiſtory of England ſpeak ; let the 
infamous Cruelties of that Pspz/þ Government, and the Blood of the Mar. 
tyrs, who were then condemned, and undauntedly ſuffered in the Flames, 
bear witneſs: And if, at the ſame time, we caſt our Eyes upon this Poor 
Kingdom, we ſhall find, that the Storm and Fire of Romiſh Perſecution, 
which ſo dreadfully broke out in Eugland, ſoon began to gather, and 
ſhew it ſelf here; and it would certainly, in the End, have proved Fatal 


to us of this Nation, had not God, in his good Providence, moſt ſignally 
interpoſed in our behalf. 


For when ®©zeen Mary aſcended the Throne of theſe Realms, ſhe 
immediately filled the vacant Sees of Ireland with Papiſts ; and then 
proceeded to remove all the remaining Proteſtant Biſhebs from their 
Preferments; and Doctor George Brown, the firſt Proteſtant Archbi- 
ſhop of Dublin, was treated with particular Severity; becauſe he had 
ſtrenuouſly oppoſed the Pope's Supremacy, in the Reign of King Henry 
the 8ch, and very early declared in Fayour of the Engl Liturgy, when 
it was firſt propoſed to be received in this Kingdom. "oj 
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b By Order of the moſt Excellent King Edward the 6th, to the Arcbb:;pops and Brfhops of 
Ireland, the Holy Scriptures, which had been tranſlated ſome time before, into the Zng/: 
Tongue, were now commanded to be placed and publickly read in all Cathedral and Par: 
Churches of this Realm, for the General Inſtruction and Benefit of all God's People; and 
at the ſame time the Exgliſßi Liturgy, or Bookof Common-prayer, was enjoiued *

And to let the World ſee, what were the further Views of theſe Men, 


had their Power continued; Doudal, the Popiſh Archbiſhop of Ar- 


magb, ordered a Jubilee to be obſerv'd throughaut the Kingdom, for 
the entire Reſtoration and Eflabliſpment of the Romiſh Religion. But 
nothing could prove agreeable to Popiſh Principles, or promote the 
Popiſh Cauſe, but what was bloody and cruel : a Commiſſion therefore 
was granted, to call the Proteſtants of Ireland in Vallon for Religion, 
in the ſame manner, that had been uſed in England. 

How that ended there, is too well known; and without Queſtion, 
the ſame, or greater Cruelties, would have been practiſed here, if the 
Commiſſion had been put in Execution: but, by God's great Goodneſs, 
this Deſign was mar vellouſly, and providentially defeated; as may be 
ſeen at large in the Aunali of this Kingdom. Let

Accordingly, at the firſt coming over of the Earl of Suſſex into Ire- 7 
land, whom She had appointed her Lord Lieutenant here, the Litany a 
and Te Deum, were publickly read in the Engliſßh᷑ Tongue, with much 
ſolemn Joy, in this Cathedral, in the Year of our Lord God, 1559.

eing thus ſanctified by his Holineſs at Rome, no wonder the King's 
Poprſh Subjects in France made fo little Difficulty to execute his baſe 


and cruel Commands. 


It is not unlikely, that the boaſted Merit of this Maſſacre might have 
reached the Ears of the Iriſh Papiſis in this Kingdom, before the break - 
ing out of the Rebellion of 1641: which was fomented and carried on 
by the Inſtigation of Jeſuits, Fryars and Seminary Prieſts of the 


Church of Rome. "i | 

Whoever deſires to be fully informed, what Part the Iriſh Eccleſia- 
fticks ated in this Rebellion, muſt look back to their diſloyal and trea- 
cherous Behaviour in the Reigus of Queen Elisabeth and King James 
the Firſt; and in every Rebellion, which was raiſed and carried on in the 
Times of thoſe Princes, they had a large and deep Share: They till 
urged to the People, the Lawfulneſs of killing all Proteſtants, who ſup- 

rted the Right of the Crown of England to this Realm; and that 
thoſe Papiſts, who died fighting againſt the Proteſtants, wou'd imme- 
diately go to Heaven; according to the known Salamanca- Doctrine, 
which was then induſtriouſly propagated in this Xing dom. 

At length, theſe Eccleſiaſticks proceeded to that 5 N of Inſolence 
in the Reign of the ſucceeding Monarch, King Charles the Firſt, by 
Increaſe of Titular NRomiſh Archbiſhops and Biſhops, Deans, Vicars 
General, Abbots, Prieſts and Fryars ; that, in the Lord Falkland's Go- 


vernment, in the Year 1629, a ſtrict Proclamation iſſued againſt the 


Publick Exerciſe of the Popiſh Rites and Ceremonies : However, this 
did not at all diſcourage the Romiſh Clergy; for ſoon after they had the 
Aſſurance to erect a new Popiſb 2 in the City of Dublin, and 


fo bid Defiance to His Majeſty's Proteſtant College in this Capital. 


Not fatisfied with this, they then went on to raiſe Monaſteries aud 
Nunneries, in a publick manner, in many Parts of the Kingdom: In 
which places, theſe very Romiſh Ecclefiaſticks, and the Chiefs of the 
Trifþ had their frequent 8 and from thence uſually paſſed to and

And when Roger Moor, the moſt defperate of the Leinſter Conſpira- 
tore, whole Part it was to ſeize (at the Time prefixed) the lower, or 
the Stable-Gate of the Caſtle of Dublin; while the Ulſter Rebels were 
to ſecure the great Entrance, or the Lord Lieutenant, Gate : And in 
order to this, when he and the reſt of the Rebels, ſome time before, 
had found it neceſſary to fend a fit Agent to Flanders and the Low 
Countries, to ſolicit the Aid of Men, Arms, Ammunition and Money; 
Tool O Connelly, Roger Moor's Pariſh-Prieft, was fixed on, as the pro- 
pereſt Perſon for this Purpoſe, and diſpatched accordingly. 

| Friar Barnwell was likewiſe ſecretly employed by the Popiſh Lords 
of the* Pale, to aſſure the Northern Rebels of their good Affections 
towards them. And when the dark Conſpiracy was juſt ripening for 
Execution; at Multifernan Abbey, a Convent of Franc:/cans.in the 
County of Weſtmeath, the fatal Reſolution was taken, how, moſt ef- 
fectually, to extirpate aud deſtroy the whole Race of Proteſtants in 
this Kingdom; which was then concluded ſhould be done, either by to- 
ral Baniſhment (the Puniſhment inflicted on the Moors in Spain) or by 
Death, or Miſeries worſe than either. Theſe cruel Romi Ecclefiaſticks 
(with unrelentingBowels) beheld the Proze/ranrs enduring part of each 
of theſe, /ome ſmall time after. ; FE 

And to confirm this, when Sir Phelim O Neale, and a few of his ſe- 
lect Accomplices had their laſt Meeting at Lough. roſs, in the County 
of Armagh, the Fifth of October, 1641, a ſhort time before the fatal 
Twenty Third of October; of five only, which made up the Company, 
Ever Mc. Mahon, the Popiſh Titular Vicar General of the Dioceſs of 
Clogher, and Kearnan, a Fryar of Dundalk, made up two of the Number. 

And ſo very cloſely, and under ſuch a Diſguiſe of Friendſhip, was 
this hideous Conſpiracy carried on by theſe Men, that Viſits of ſeeming - 
Kindneſs were never ſo frequently made by the Iriſh to the Proteſtants, 
as at that very time: This was done, more compleatly to effect their 
inhuman and treacherous Deſigus; that even thoſe, with whom they

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lodged, perhaps the Night before, they might the more ſecurely murder 
by the Morning Light“. ; 
And to ſuch a Degree of Barbarity, was their Rage and Malice height- 
ned, that rather than thoſe unhappy People ſhould not drink deep of the 
Cup of Fury, ready prepared for them by their Enemies, the Prieſts 
= Fryars inhumanly led their blind and bigotted Followers, into the 
very Eutrance of the Gates of Horror and Death, in their own Perſons: 
And in this, as well as in many other Inſtances, they ſhewed their Peo- 
le a wretched and deteſtable Example: And the more effectually to in- 
truct them, how to be throughly cruel, they firſt ſhed innocent Blood 
themſelyes ; and firſt* plunged their Daggers into the Breaſts of the mi- 
ſerable Proteſtants, who fell into their Hands. 72

The Perſons, who ſo nobly and couragiouſly defended the Garriſon, were not Veteran 
Soldiers, trained up in the Art of War, but Citizens of the Town; and. a great Company of 
raw, undiſciplined, deſpoiled Proteſtante, of the neighbouring Counties, who fled from the

What the Beſegea ſuffered moſt by, was Sickneſs and Famine, for want of proper Food, 
and a due Quantity of Proviſions : At firſt they had Hopes, that their Stores of Cory, and o- 
ther Neceſſaries of Life, wou'd be ſufficient ; but by the Continuance of the Siege, their Wants 
daily increaſed, and at length grew ſo heavy upon them, that for a conſiderable time before the 
Siege was raiſed, a Pint of coarſe Barley, a little Greaves, and a tew Spoonfuls of Szarch, 
with a very moderate Proportion of Horſe-Fleſh, was reckoned a Week's Proviſion for a Sol- 
dier; and a Quart of Horſe's Blood commonly fold for a Shilling: At laſt they were redu- 
el to ſuch Extremities, that they eat Dogs and Horſes, Cats and Mice, and fed upon Greaves 
and Tatlow, and what other wretched Food they could pick up. | 

As they were ſtraitned in the Siege, their Miferies increaſed, ſo that many, for meer Hun- 
ger and Want, pined and [anguiſhed away, or fell dawn dead in the open Streets : Nor is it 
unworthy of Obſervation, that, upon a near Enquiry into the State of the Proviſions of Food 
of all kinds, which remained in the Garriſon, the latter end of that Week before the much- 
wanted Succours arrived, it was found, that their whole Stores were in a manner exhauſted 
and that it was not poſſible for them to hold out longer than the 7. eU following, without 
N _ another, or fighting their way thro? the Ir: Army; which they were by no means 
able to do. ; | 4% * FEET | . 

This made the breaking of the Boom, which obſtruQed the — 2 of the River up to Derry, 
by the Dart mouth-Ftigat, the Sunday following, the more remarkable; for, by that means, 
ſhe happily forced her way to the Town, with a due Supply of Food and Neceſlaries, for the 
Relief of the diſtreſſed and half-famiſhed Garriſon :. And this being effected at that critical 
time, when all other Proviſions failed, and when the Famine was devouring apace what the 
Difeafes and Sickneſs had left, does carry ſomething in it ſo very 2 prov iden- 
tial, as makes it very evident, that this moſt ſeaſonable and long wiſhed-for Relief, did not 
reach them by Chance or Accident, but by the Influence of the Diuine Providence ; and that 
Almighty God, who, according to his tranſcendent Wiſdom and Goodneſs, diſpoſeth all the 
Events which happen to his true and faithful Servants, in a moſt perfe& and wonderful Order, 
did likewiſe, in this Particular, let the World ſee, that if good Men, in their moſt forlorn E- 
frate and greateſt Diſtreſs, do, at the ſame time, humbly rely, and caſt all their Care and Bur-

abide ſome Days and Nights, without Food or Covering, before the Walls of the Town ; .

They owned, that they gathered above four thouſand, o'hers ſay ſeven thouſand ; that t 
© kept many of them without Meat or Drink for a whole Week; that feyeral hundred di 
in the place, before they were diſmiſſed, and many more on the Way, as they went home 
© again. to their Houſes ;. and the Soldiers, Rapparees and Pilferers,” that followed the Army, 
© had left. them neither Drink, Houſhold Stuff nor Cattle, but had taken away all in 
© their Abſence; ſo that the Generality of them afterwards periſhed for Want, and many were

But what their Sufferings were before they cou'd get ont of the Hands of thoſe bloody il. 
© latns; what ſtrange horrid Inventions they uſed towards them, torturing and maffacring 
© thoſe they there murdered, is reſerved to be more fully related in it's proper place: They 
are left upon Record to Poſterity, under the Oazhs of many that eſcaped ; and mentioned 
© here to no other Purpole, than to ſhew the ſtrange Horror and Amazement,- the beholding 
© of them bred in all the Exgliſb and Proteſtant Inhabitants of the City: They, ſceing the 
« Rebels prevail ſo mightily, expected, if they continued here, to be undoubtedly expoſed to 
the ſame Cruelties ; and they now underſtood, by thoſe who were come up from amon 
them, that their Deſign was, as ſoon as they had taken in Tredagb (alias Drogheda) to co 
© and ſeize upon the Cy and Caſtle of Dublin, and ſo make a general Extirpation of all the 
© Engliſh, Root and Branch, not to leave them Name or Poſterity throughout the whole Krng-

up all the Avenues, Paſſages and High Roads, leading to the City; and, being poſſeſſed of 
Powcr's Court in the County of Wicklow, of Naas in the County of Kildare, of Trim in the 
County of Meath, and of Swords and Rathcoo! in the County of Dublin, they plandered, de- 
* and enn all the Proteſtants who fell into their Hands, even to the very Walls of 
the Metropolis.

This excellent Prelate, ſo juſtly remarkable for Learning and Piety, was forcibly taken from 
his Epiſcopal Horſe at Kiſmore; where he had charitably ſheltered and ſupported a great Num- 
ber of deſpoiled Proteſtants, who fled from their own Habitations, to avoid the unheard-of 
Cruelties of the Papifts : But they did not long enjoy the Conſolation of living together; for 
Dr. Swizey, the Popiſp Titular Biſhop of Kilmore, oon took Poſſeſſion of his Houſe, | 
oy Maſs in his Church, the Sunday following, and then ſeized upon all his Goods and Ef- 

eas. | | 

The Rebels ſoon after forced him, his two Sons, and the reſt of his Family, with ſome of 
the chief of the Proteſtants in his Company, in the Month of December, into a ruinous Ca- 
ſtle or Tower, called Cloghoxter or Lochwater, ſituate on a Lake or Lough, about a Musket- 
Shot from the Shore; where he and his Companions in Tribulation, remained ſome Weeks, 
in daily ExpeQation of Death : They were molt of them ſtript naked; and, therefore, great- 
ly expoſed to the Injuries of the Weather, in a ſevere Winter, and in an open Houſe. 

They continued there till the 7th of January, with this only Comfort, that the Rebels gave 
them no Diſturbance in the Exerciſe of their Religious Worſhip, nor in their earneſt Suppli- 
cations to God, to ſupport them in their Sufferings ; till at laſt, upon the Exchange of ſome 
Priſoners of Note, they were releaſed by Sir James Craig. The Biſhop being ſet at 
Liberty, was received into the Houſe of one of his Clergy, Dennis O Sheridan, whom he had 
brought over from the Rowifo Church, who ſtill perſevered in his Religion; and, with, 
great Humanity, received and ſuccoured his aged, perſecuted Biſhop. But he did not long ſur- 
vive that miſerable time : and while he was in this Tabernacle, his whole Employment was 
in Spiritual Exerciſes ; the better to fit and prepare him and his ſorrowful Companions, for 
their great Change, ſince they ſaw nothing but Miſery and certain Death, before them. 

However, though broken with Age, being then in the 71ſt Year of his Life, and afflicted 
with an Agu*, which he had taken in his late cold and deſolate Habitation on the Lake, when 
he found his Diſſolution appproaching, he received it with Joy; like one of the Primitive Mar- 
tyrs, Juſt haſtning to his Crown and Glory : For after he had, in the moſſ proper and pathe- 
tick manner, ſpoke to his little Flock, and exhorted them to Patience and Perſeverance, as 
oy ſaw their own Day approaching ; aſter he had ſoleinnly bleſſed his People, his Family 
and his Children, and finiſhed the Courſe of his Miniſtry and Life together ; he breathed out 
bis laſt, the 7th of February, 164t. and, no doubt, he received his great Reward. 

His Friends and Relations applied to the new intruding Biſhop, for Leave to bury him ; 
which was granted, with Difficulty : He, at firſt, telling them, the Church-Yard was Holy 
Ground; and muſt no longer be defiled with Hereticks : However, Leave was, at laſt, ob- 
tained. And though the Funeral-Service of the Church, was not uſed at the Solemnity (which 
was prudently declined, for fear of the Iriſb). yet ſome of the better Sort of the Rebels were 
Pleaſed to honour the Remains of this holy Confe ſſor to his Grave; for whom, in his Life-time,

try round it, on both Sides the River Boyne ; yet as often as they re- 
newed their Attacks, they were as often courageouſly and wonderfully 
repulſed by very unequal Numbers of the King's Forces and a few faith- 
ful Proteſtant Citizens, who behaved themſelves with unuſual Bravery, 
under the wiſe Conduct and courageous Behaviour of Sir Henry Tich- 
borne their Governor; aſſiſted by the Right Honourable the Lord Viſ- 
count Moore, the noble and worthy Anceſtor of rhe preſent Earl of 
Drogheda, who left his Houſe at Mellefont, and ſeaſonably came into 
the Town with his Troop at that critical Time : And his Preſence and 
noble Actions were likewiſe of the laſt Service to the diſtreſſed Garriſon. 

Nor is it unworthy of Obſeryation, that the Proteſtants in the me- 
morable Siege of Derry, in the Year 1689, underwent much the ſame 
Hardſhips with their Brethren in the Siege of Tredath or Drogheda, 
in the Year 1641, and were as wonderfully delivered from the Hands of 
their Enemies. | | 

The Rebels who ſat down before Drogheda; w ere Fourteen Thouſand 
in Number ; the King's Forces, in the Garriſon, not full Two Thou- 
ſand ; yet, by a moderate Computation, more than Eighteen Hundred 
of the Rebels fell by their Hands, with the Loſs of but Twelve of their 
own Men. e 5H S 
The Popiſh Army before Derry, was Twenty Thouſand ſtrong ; the 
Proteſtant Soldiers within the Town, not Eight Thouſand, who were 
raw and undiſciplined; rather a Body of Militia, than regular Troops 
or Battalions of Soldiers; yet near Nine Thouſand of the Enemy 
were killed in the Time of the Siege, and bur Eighty of the Garriſon 
died by the Sword of their Adverſaries. FN 

The reſt who were wanting (with a great Number of Inhabitants) pe- 
riſhed by Famine and Sickneſs. The Duration of the Sieges of both 
Places, was much the ſame ; about Four Months. | 

The Town of Drogheda was ſhut up by the Rebels, the latter End 
of November, 1641. and the Iriſh did not wholly quit their lotrench- 
ments, and retire from thence, till the Beginning of March following. 
The Popiſh Army fat down before Derry, the 18th of April, 1689, 


the Siege was not raiſed till the 31ſt of July, when the Enemy ſtole off

The Hardſhips both Garriſons endured were very great; both, at laſt, 
were reduced to eat Horſe-Fleſh, and ſuch miſerable Food, when their 
Bread-Corn failed. | | W r ie 
ln the greateſt Extremities of both Garriſous, the Ships, with their 
long expected Proviſions, arrived upon a Sunday, when the Proteſtants 
of both Places (vis. ) thoſe in Derry had juſt come from, and thoſe in 
Drogheda were actually employed in, their Publick Devotions, in the 
Hon ſe of God ; offering up their Vows and their Prayers, to the Divine 
Majeſty ; who was graciouſly pleaſed to iucline his Ears ta their hum- 
ble Petitions, and to grant them a ſafe and happy Deliverance. 

Theſe Things do fully“ appear, as well from the Rev. Mr. Geo. Wal. 
ker's Hiſtory of the Siege of Derry, in the Year 1689. as from Dr. Bor. 
laſe's and Sir Jahn Temple's Hiſtory of the Iriſh Rebellion, in 1641. 
with Sir · Henry Tichbornes Account of the Siege of Drogheda, in a 
Letter to his Lady, annexed to Sir Fohn Temple's Hiſtory ; and from 
the many Inſtances of the Divine Mercy, vouchſafed to the Beſieged; 
which the Rev. Dr. Nicholas Bernard, Dean of Ardagh, was an Eye- 
Witneſs to, and afterwards publiſhed an Account of, in his Hiſtory of 
thas Siege, ja the Fear 6... | 

And whoever tan be ſo hardy, to diſown the viſible Hand and Good- 
neſs of God, in the ſignal Preſervation of thoſe two Proteſtant but 
weak Fortreſſes, from the Strength and Power of ſo great a Body of the 
Iriſh Papiſts, who were reſolved to deſtroy them; may as well deny 
the Light which ſhines in the Brightneſs of the Firmament : For we 
have not only heard with our Ears, but many of us have ſeen with 
our Eyes, how God has delivered us from our cruel Enemies ; how he 
{et us up above our Adverſaries, and rid us from the wicked Men. 

For it is not full fifty Years ago, when ſuch was our unhappy Caſe in 
this Kingdom, by the many Evils we endured, and what we daily faw 
coming upon us, that we had nothing left to reſcue us from the Weight

which we own and confeſs, and which by the I»/p:ratinn of Holy. men 
immediately ſent from God, was once delivered to the Saints. 
For which Faith, we ſhould be ready to lay down our Lives, and i 
need be, to ſeal our Profe//ion with our Blood. And ſtill to remember, 
that the beſt Security which we, or any N\atzos or People can have for

Vet ſtill human Means are not to be neglected; nor muſt Men ex- 
pect, that Almighty God will interpoſe by any extraordinary Miracles 
of his Power, if they do not lay hold of the ordinary Methods of his 
Providence, to guard them from the preſent, and to defend them from 
future Dangers. 8 eats 1 

Now to bring theſe Things nearer to our ſelves: Does it not well be- 
come us, the Proteſtaut People of this Land, a little to reflect on our 
preſent Situation, with reſpect to the great Number of Papiſis in this 
Kingdom, who haye more than once brought us to the very Brink of to- 
tal Ruin? Do we then imagine, that Popery has loſt it's Sting? Or 
have the deſtructive Principles of the Romi/h Church, been yet publick- 
ly diſowned, or exploded by the Votaries of that Religion? No ſurely, 

they have not: And while theſe remain, Men of that Perſwaſion will 
be too often tempted to act according to thoſe Principles, and again en- 
deavour to throw us into new Con vul ſions. 

Jo leſſen theſe Dangers, and to prevent many future Miſchiefs, which 
may ariſe from this Quarter, two Ways yet ſeem to be leſt; and human- 


ly ſpeaking, theſe two, in the Courſe of a few Years, would, ander 
God. be attended with great Succeſs ; and they are theſe, _ 


. Firſt, A wiſe and prudent Execution of the Laws againſt Popery. 
Secondly, Effectual and Chriſtian Methods for the general Inſtruction

liſh Tongue. | 
Firſt, To the Execution of the Laws againſt Popery ; We all know 
the great Influence the Romiſh Clergy have over their People ; and it 
can be no Secret, that, a very great Number of Romiſh Eccleſiaſticks 
bave, in Defiance of the Laws, lately come into this Kingdom ; that 
many Converts have been opened by Jeſuits, Monks and Fryars; and 
many new and pompous Maſs-Houſes have been erected in ſome of the 
| — 4 conſpicuous Places of our great Cities, where there were none be- 
fore; that ſuch Swarms of Vagrant, Immoral Romiſb Prieſts have ap- 
peared, that the very Papis themſelves have complained of their Burdenr.

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Should not then a ſerious Thought of theſe Things, and of the Dan- 
gers, which may hence ariſe to the Proteſtaut Religion, to his Majeſty's 
Government, and to the Peace of the Nation, awaken us allto think of 
rimely and ſuitable Remedies, to prevent, if poſſible, theſe growing Evils, 
which, one time or other, may prove fatal to our happy Settlement in 
Church and State. 

This ſhould, of courſe, engage all Magiſtrates, who are immediately 
empower'd to execute the Laws againſt Popery, to be vigilant and active 
in the Diſcharge of their ſeveral Duties; and, as the Peace and Tranqui- 
lity of the Kingdom, from time to time, may require, to enter upon a 
ſteady, and vigorous Execution of the Laws againſt all Regulars and 
vagrant Priehs, and all Perſons exerciſiug Eccleſiaſtical Furiſdiction, 
contrary to the known Laws of this Kingdom: To have a ſtrict Eye, 
and a ſtrait Hand upon theſe men; ſince by their Principles and Prac-

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Papiſts, and Romiſh Eccleſiaſticks, have not had their deſired Effect; 
ſince ſogreat Numbers of that dangerous Perſuaſion, doſtillremain among 
us, unreformed, unreclaimed, and are like to continue their deſtructive 
Errors, and Diſaffection to this Proteſtaut Government, to future Gene- 
rations: What remains, But that all wife and good Men, good Prote- 
ftants, and Loyal Subjects, do all, in their ſeveral Stations, chearfully 
and powerfully concur, in this truly CHriſtian and generous Deſign, free- 
ly to impart Share of that Light of the Goſpe/ (which we now happily 
enjoy) to all the Popiſh Inhabitants of this Land? And let vs nor be 
diſcouraged; if the Work be great, God is greater, and he will, earlier 


or later, bleſs and, proſper it in our Hands. 


But ſome will ſay, If the Chriſtian Inſtruction of the Iriſh Natives 
in True Religion, beaDeſign of ſo great and general Concern, ſo accep- 
table to God, and ſo beneficial to the Publick, as no doubt it is; Why 
has it not been attempted already?

IL anſwer: This has been done by many Perſons very commendably, 


and very ſucceſsfully ; and, if not in fo 3 a Manner, as could be 


wiſhed for, yet in ſuch Meaſure, and in ſuch Degrees, as the Nature of 
the Work, and the Situation of Affairs in this Kingdom, would allow. 
For, the Wars and Confuſions of former Times, before the Reign of 
Sec Elizabeth, and the conſtant Struggles of the Iriſb, to throw 
off the Engliſh Government, put every Thing into Diſorder; and often 
render'd this whole Kingdom, almoſt, A Field of Blood.

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Clergy, having Cure of Souls, to Reſide upon their reſpective Benefices, 
and for the Encouragement of Engliſh Proteſtant Schools*, were likewiſe 
executed: If proper Digeſts, or Abſtracts, were made of thele Statutes, 

with legal Forms of Conveyance of thoſe ſmall Portions of Land, which 

all Eccleftaſtical, and all other Perſons whatſoever, are enabled to grant 
for Churches and Gl/ebes, for the Uſe of the poorer Clergy, deſtitute of 
Glebe Land, and for Engliſh Proteſtant Schools. If theſe Things were 
done; and that all who haye the Power and Ability, did by their Ex- 
ample give Life and Force to theſe Laws, and immediately fer about 
the Work; what may not good Men expect from ſo happy Beginnings, 
and what may we not reaſonably hope for, in the Progreſs of a few 
Years? And it cou'd not be unreaſonable to expect, that all thofe, whoſe 
Intereſt, or Inclination, at any time, engage them to remain in other 
Parts of his Majeſty's Dominions, will fo far wiſh well to the Peace, 
the Happineſs and Tranquility of their own Country, as freely to im-

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nſeful Improvements of the Kingdom; wou'd they caſt a favourable Eye 
on the low Eſtate of many of their Terre Texants, who, by their extream 
Poverty, are not able to afford any Chriſtian, or uſeful Education to 
their Children; who are in no fort of Circumſtances to contribute to th 
raiſing of Chappels of Eaſe in wide extended Pariſhes, where they are 
much wanted; or even to the — or decently repairing their de- 
cayed Pariſh Churches; many of which, by the Wars and Confiuſions of 
former Times, as well as ſomewhat to the Reproach of the preſent, ſtill _ 
lie in Ruins, and neglected : When many of thoſe Tenants are ſtill leis 
able to afford any Aid for the Settlement of a Proteſtant Clergyman a- 
mong them, in Par:ſhes of large Extent, yet often deſtitute both of 
Glebe and Tythes, for the neceſſary Support of the Paſtor; the unhap- 
py Caſe of ſo many Pariſbes in this Kingdom. If theſe Things were 
ſeriouſly conſidered, by Perſons of Fortune and Character, what a real 
Advantage would it be to the other Parts of their Eſtates 2 When, in- 
ſtead of miſerable Hutts and Cottages, a Maſs-Hiuſe and, ir may be, 

the Habitation of a Popiſb Prieſt, they ſhould behold a fair little Pro- 
teſtant Village, riſing up, compoſed of a Church, an Engliſh School, 
and a Houſe for a Proteſtant Clerg yman, to enable him daily to converſe 
with, and inſtruct his Flock, to Re/ede and live among his People: 
When theſe Things are regarded, with that Attention they deſerve, may 
we not reaſonably hope, to ſee a generous Emulation, to remedy fo many 
paſt Evils, and to promote ſo much preſent and future Good ; and not 
to let ſlip the preſent Opportunity, that is put_into our Hands, of root- 
ing out the gnorance and Barbarity of former times; the ſad, but tru 
Occaſion of the frequent Rebellion in this Kingdom? 
But, as the Courſe of Things is now alter'd ; fo, let us, truſting in - 
the good Providence of God, and aſſiſted by the Fayour and Advantage 
of the preſent Laws, not ſpare our Pains, nor our joint-Endeayohrs, to 
Win over the Souls of the poor Natives to Virtue and Happineſs; that we 
may, at laſt, bring them all to the true Knowledge and Obedience of Chriſt. 
And, leſt any thing ſhould ſtill be wanting to perfect this noble and 
Chriſtian Deſign, His Majeſty, out of His wonted Goodneſs and Com. 
paſſion (to the Spiritual Wants of ſo many Thouſands of His Subjects,

hardly beenſoparticular and ſignal an Inſtrument, in diſcovering this hor- 
rid Conſpiracy, nor, perhaps, had there been any Occaſion for this Day's 
Anni ver ſary dvolemnity.

their Calamities does certainly proceed from the want of due, and pro- 
oo Employment; ſo nothing wou'd more effectually contribute to al- 
eviate, and ſhorten their Sorrows, or perhaps, be of more real Service 
to the Public, than to ſee them in a F 1 rags in Work- Houſes to- 
gether, maintaining themſelves, or, at leaſt, contributing to their own 
Maintenance by their own honeſt and proper Endeavours. 
Work and Labour are always conſiſtent with CHriſtian Education, ac- 
- cording to the Apoſtolical Rule, That if any would not Work, neither 
ſhould he Eat. 2 Theſ. iii, 10, If therefore, the Young Perſons, whom 
we have a Deſire to train up in True Religion and Virtue, were allo 
conſtantly employed, ſome part of every Day, in a /York-houſe toge- 
ther; and did the Corporations of our great Cities, give ſome Encou- 
ragement for the raiſipg ſuch uſeful Foundations of Work and Labour;

The Scene of which Murders was ever ſo deeply impreſt on the Eugliſb, that, 
though they were ſufficiently enchned to be grnerous Where they found 2½e 
Iriſb reſolute and gallant, yet they never took any conſiderable City, Fort or Ca- 
ſtle, by Agreement, but it was conſtantly inſerted (amongſt the Articles) that 
the Benefit of whatever they allow'd, ſhould not extend to any that had been 
Guilty ot murdering the Exgliſb, —— to them ſince the 23d of October, 
1641. Nor to any Officer or Soldier that had taken away the Lives of any of the 
Engliſh, or others after Quarter given, or t ſuch as ſat in the firſt General Aſſembly 
or Council, or acted upon any Commithons or Powers derived from either; and 
that all (who commanded in the firſt Year of the Rebellion) ſhould be liable to a 
Tryal at Law, for any Action committed ſince the 23d of O0b. 4641. But how 
far theſe Proviſoes were obferv'd, when His Majeſty's. gracious Declaration, the 
30th of Novemb. 1660. (for the Settlement of each Intereſts) came in Force, is 
better underſtood by the Records of the Age, than to be deſcanted on now.
